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OCUA: More Questions Than Answers

The Ontario Council on Uni- 
versity Affairs (OCUA) has decided 
that it's time to adjust. In a discus- 
sion paper entitled 5M5tom(«g (2«a/- 
ity in Changing Times: Funding 
Ontario Universities, OCUA ex- 
plains at great length the financial 
constraints, the social and demo- 
graphic changes and public policy 
decisions that have led to the revela- 
tion that the current funding system 
is inadequate. 

As Dr. Ross Paul stated in a 
memorandum dated August 28, 
"There is widespread agreement that 
the OCUA paper is poorly put to- 
gether and that some of its premises 
are very poorly documented." 
OCUA seriously disadvantaged the 
smaller Northern institutions by plac- 
ing them at the top of the schedule 
for hearings on the matter. (Hear- 
ings, by the way, are scheduled from 
September 27 to November 9) 
Nipissing, Lakehead and Lauren- 
tian were all given roughly a month 
to prepare their responses to the pa- 
per although a written response is 
not required until after November 9. 
The fact that this whole process is 



moving on at such a blinding pace is 
worrisome. 

There is no doubt that Lauren- 
tian could end up at the short end of 
the stick on this one; indeed that risk 
exists for all institutions. The fund- 
ing structures thrown on the table for 
discussion include modifying the 
present system, a system that is en- 
rolment sensitive, and a system 
whereby the universities would be in 
competition for funds based on which 
services the government and other 
clients chose to purchase from each. 
(Terms and conditions for option three 
are to be negotiated by the govern- 
ment.) 

These options, especially op- 
tion three, raise some important ques- 
tions. Can Ontario Universities af- 
ford privatization? Conversely, can 
they afford to be put under the thumb 
of the government any more than 
they already are? If he who has the 
financial control has the editorial 
control, what is the future of aca- 
demic freedom? Can smaller institu- 
tions, (like Laurentian) maintain and 
expand facilities and research activ- 
ity if forced to compete for the atten- 



tion of other schools? How can any 
university prepare an effective re- 
sponse when there is no concrete 
proposal on the table? 

Unfortunately , OCUA has left 
too much room for speculation; the 
paper is so ambiguous that it is im- 
possible to calculate a worst case 
scenario. While it is nice that OCUA 
will be running a travelling caravan 
of doom and gloom from one end of 
the province to another, "I don't know, 
what do you think" discussions don't 
often get anything done. 

As it was pointed out in the 



forum held on September 2, Lauren- 
tian has, in many ways, met the ob- 
jectives set out in the discussion pa- 
per already. The Ontario govern- 
ment must acknowledge the unique 
position of Laurentian as a leader for 
the North in regionally specific teach- 
ing and research, distance education, 
and accessibility to higher education. 
Laurentian has a lot to be proud of, 
and it is my hope that upon reflection, 
OCUA will look to Laurentian to be 
the model of growth, accessibility, 
cooperation and fiscal responsibility 
that it is.

I am writing this letter to ex- 
press concern about the article "clubs 
need not apply" written by Marcel 
Rouleau and printed in the issue 2 of 
Lambda. 

His article, presented a 
number of biased and misleading 
statements.

The Womyn's Centre indeed 
began offering services in May. The 
initial petition, however, was in cir- 
culation before the end of the 1993- 
1994 fall/winter session.

The 
fact of the matter is that the Womyn's 
Centre should exist regardless of 
when the circulation of the petition 
occurred. 

Both student associations have 
acknowledged the presence of the 
Womy n' s Centre on campus and have 
aided in carrying the rent associated 
with their present location. This lo- 
cation was not chosen by the 
Womyn's Centre, but rather one that 
they accepted under much duress af- 
ter being evicted from their previous, 
more suitable location. This was the 
space that was allocated to them and 
a space that they are actively trying to 
escape. 

If Mr! "Rouleau, feels so 
strongly about the mis-allocation of 
the space that the centre is occupy- 
ing, perhaps he should consider help- 
ing them lobby for permanent space 
that would be better suited to their 



needs. This would be more welcome 
than fulfilling the role of an elite 
member of the old boys club and 
blaming womyn for a situation that 
they had no control over. 

If Marcel weren't such a mi- 
sogynist, his proposal to the mem- 
bers of other clubs would have read 
more like this: "Therefore, I suggest 
that all clubs, councils and other 
groups on campus approach both stu- 
dent associations and demand an ex- 
planation" for the fact that the 
Womyn's Centre is not being fully 
funded, and for the fact that Lauren- 
tian was the last university in Ontario 
to get a Womyn's Centre. 

It must also be stressed that 
there can be no relationship drawn 
between the funding provided to the 
Womyn ' s centre and that provided to 
other "clubs." The Womyn's Centre 
is not a club. It is an essential service 
that is long overdue in an environ- 
ment that is so anti-womyn. 

The final anti-womyn attack 
that takes place is one against af- 
firmative action. The title of his 
article is a direct attack on affirma- 
tive action programs and is an atti- 
tude that can only be attributed to 
naive bigotry. Affirmative action is a 
means by which equality is achieved 
through the redistribution of the un- 
earned privileges of malehood. Af- 
firmative Action sd-engthens the work 
force, raises minimum salaries, pro- 
motes equality and forces people like 
people to start accepting womyn for 
what they are: pretty amazing peo- 
ple.

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Bureaucratic shakeup leaves Paddy in the fray

YOU may have begun to no 
tice that the university has 
been undergoing some sig- 
nificant changes to the various ad- 
ministrative areas. Entire depart- 
ments, such as Communications, 
Alumni Association and Student 
Services have been moved, (in a 
hierarchical sense, not necessarily a 
physical move) and now fall under 
different categories. The major 
change, in terms of how it will di- 
rectly affect students is what has 
occurred with Student Services. 

Student Services used to fall 
under the control of the Presi 
dent's Office, and therefore, 
received its funding directly from 
the President. Furthermore, if the 
Director of Student Services wanted 
to voice any concerns, there was a 
direct line to the top. With the 



Humanities and current Chair of the 
Music Department, was placed in the 
Director's job. "It was really impor- 
tant to get a senior person who was 
much more academically oriented 
who could really sf)eak for the stu- 
dents in academic decision-making," 
explained Dr, Paul, "but also could 
help integrate services." 

This move has been explained 
as a means for analyzing the 
responsibilities of the Direc- 
tor of Student Services, as well as for 
carrying out a complete review of all 
of student services. The President 
feels that Dr. Gonder will act as, "a 
one-man little commission - talk to 
students, the users, talk to the manag- 
ers of all of these different areas, talk 
to the Deans, etcetera, and come back 
to us with a report recommending 
ways that we can restructure all this, 
so we have a much more cohesive 
sense." 

The President of the Students ' 
General Association (SGA), 
Heather Bishop, concedes 
that a review of this nature is a good 
idea, but is skeptical about the tactics 




restructuring program, (a phrase 
which you will likely hear quite a bit 
over the next couple of years) Stu- 
dent Services was placed under the 
control of the Vice-President, Aca- 
demic. As Dr. Ross Paul, President 
of Laurentian explains. "I had very 
much wanted to transfer (Student 
Services) to the Vice-President, 
Academic, because that's where it 
belongs. For me, it's really impor- 
tant that all aspects of life at the 
university kind of fit together, that a 
university education is not just a 
classroom, but it has everything to 
do with participation on campus." 

Along with the hierarchical 
move came another rather 
significant physical 
change. Until June ofthis past year. 
Dr. Paddy Blenkinsop was the Di- 
rector of Student Services, but over 
thie summer, he was moved into the 
role of counselor and a new person. 
Dr. John Gonder, former Dean of 



used by the administration. Consid- 
ering that it is a review of Student 
Services, naturally students need to 
be consulted, not only about what 
needs to be changed, but also about 
who is going to be doing the review. 
"Originally, we were asked for stu- 
dent input on who the (new) Director 
of Student Services should be," ex- 
plained Bishop. "I went to a confer- 
ence, came back two weeks later, and 
the person (Dr. Gonder) was already 
in the job. I was asked for input the 
day before I left. So, there was no 
input from the SGA." 

Bishop resents not being ad 
vised of the hiring or who it 
was. "He (Dr. Gonder) came 
down before the public announce- 
ment was made to introduce himself 
to the students because he said he felt 
that the students had not been con- 
sulted." 

Clearly, Paddy had been sur- 
prised by the course of events as well. 



"How it happened, I think was sur- 
prising. This happened at the end of 
last year. There was originally talk of 
the creation of a position called Dean 
of Students. The Dean of Students 
would come in and I would then 
refxjrt to (the Dean). The surprise 
was that one of the counselors left 
and that suddenly created this possi- 
bility of doing it in a different way," 
explained Blenkinsop. 

It is clear that the SGA President 
was happy with Paddy in the 
role of Student Services Direc- 
tor. "We had a direct line to the 
President. Paddy went to the wall for 
students more often than I did," con- 
fessed Bishop. "He was probably the 
only administrator around here, next 
to Romeo (Bertoli, Director of Serv- 
ices), who would go to the wall for 
students every time, and right to the 
President." She adds, "I think it was 
a demotion. I really don't think he 
got a fair shake at things... From the 
very beginning, it (the job as Direc- 
tor) was not going to be Paddy. I 
think he was treated very unfairly." 

Paddy concedes that it was not 
exactly a lateral move. "I 
think it is clear that I was not 
doing the sort of job that the univer- 
sity wanted done." He continues, "A 
university has to manage its business 
in the best way that it sees fit, and it's 
very clear that the way that I was 
going and the way the university was 
looking at it were different things. 
That created friction. I'mhappytobe 
out of that situation." 

Fortunately, Paddy has been 
able to turn a potentially bad 
situation into a positive fu- 
ture. "I think it was a move down, but 
I think it was also a move into a job 
that was seen to be more appropriate 
for me and the sort of things I like 
doing, that I was good at. From that 
point of view, I am quite content with 
that move. In terms of myself and my 
own interests - my own development 
- this job offers a lot of things that I 
think I'll find very attractive." 

Paddy is now acareer counselor 
and will be involved in many 
other projects. He will con- 
tinue to be involved with student ori- 
entation and the Laurentian Early 
Access Program (LEAP). He con- 
cludes, "I think students will find that 
John Gonder is a very receptive per- 
son and I'm sure they will develop 
good relations with John over time." 
In spite ofthis murky past, the

future does, in deed, look positive. 
As Dr. Gonder, your new Director of 
Student Services, explains, "We 
should do everything we can to make 
this a pleasant working environment, 
not just for faculty, but also for the 
students." And as Heather Bishop 
sums it up, "I'm opposed to the way 
things were gone about. But the fact 
of the matter is, it's a done deal." 



As much student input as pos 
sible is what is necessary to 
make this review of student 
services worth while. Ifyou have any 
suggestions or comments about any- 
thing on campus, please discuss it 
widi Dr. Gonder, or John, as he told 
me to call him. He really wants to 
hear what you have to say.

Having spent part of my sum- 
mer in Sherbrooke woricing with co- 
caine addicts, the results of the Que- 
bec elections do not really bother me. 
What does bother me about Quebec 
is the poverty . There is nothing shame- 
ful in being poor. What is shameful 
is that eleven-year-old prostitutes and 
drug addicts are allowed to run around 
the streets of Quebec. Quite simply, 
they have no place to go. 

A Benidictine friend of mine. 
Brother Jean-Marc, tried to change 
this situation. Twenty years ago, he 
received permission to leave the mon- 
astery and found a home for street 
kids. It was at this home that I was 
invited to come and live with the 
street kids. 

I had an open door policy with 
the kids. They could borrow my stuff 
without asking, my tobacco was their 



tobacco, and my money was their 
money. Furthermore, they could in- 
terrupt me at any time of day or night 
in order to discuss something. 

I often found myself drinking 
coffee and smoking cigarettes around 
the kitchen table, often as late as four 
a.m., sometimes as early at four a.m. 
Each kid had a different story to tell. 
And each kid knew that nothing they 
said was stupid, nor would it go be- 
yond the kitchen table. Confidential- 
ity is important to street kids. Espe- 
cially since they lack self-esteem. 

I found that what most of these 
kids neeeded was an ear to listen, and 
a shoulder to cry on. I did very little 
talking during these midnight discus- 
sions. I would mostly sip my coffee, 
inhale my cigarette, and encourage 
them to talk. They would start with a 
few words, pause, then spill their 
hearts out. 

One story that particularly in- 
terested me was the story of Claude. 
Claude was quite young to be a re- 
covering cocaine addict. Claude gave 
me permission to tell his story be- 
cause his is typical of many street 
kids.

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Claude had very little self- 
esteem. He came from a family of 
violent alcoholics. When he was 
eight years old, his drunken father 
came home and threatened to shoot 
him, quite literally. When Claude 
started to cry, his father threw him 
out of the house for being a "sissy". 
Claude was shuffled from group home 
to group home until one day he ran 
away. 

He tried to find refuge on the 
streets, but things only got worse. He 
soon realized that the only employ- 
ment for street kids was theft and 
prostitution. As petty theft soon be- 
came robbery, Claude started drink- 
ing as an escape to ease his con- 
science. Alcohol soon became soft 



drugs, which soon became hard drugs. 
Looking at the needle marks on 
Claude's arm, I was surprised that he 
was alive to tell me his story. 

Claude knew that he had to 
get off the streets, the question was 
"how"? Somehow, he befriended a 
priest who directed him towards 
Brother Jean-Mark. This is how he 
ended up in this home. 

At this point, I asked him if he 
had cried since being thrown out of 
his house. Knowing that he had not, 
I assured him that it was OK to cry. 
Most street kids learn to ignore their 
emotions early on in the streets. We 
ended up crying together for half an 
hour. We were even joined by Jean- 
Marc. 



After we stopped crying, I saw 
Claude smile for the first time since I 
had met him. I started to roll a ciga- 
rette, but Claude interrupted. He had 
realized that I could not roll ciga- 
rettes and offered to teach me. I am 
now able to roll a cigarette in under 
five seconds. 

More importantly though, 
Claude received a boost to his self- 
esteem. He was able to share a par- 
ticular skill with someone unskilled. 

So what is the moral of this 
story? I do not know. Maybe the 
world needs less politicians and more 
Jean-Marcs. I sometimes wonder 
who makes a bigger difference in this 
world, Jean Chretien or Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta?

Cooke Launches Closer College-University Ties 



Education and Training Min- 
ister Dave Cooke today annouced 
several initatives aimed at closer col- 
lege-university ties, greater student 
mobility across the postsecondary 
sector and better links with the prov- 
ince's postsecondary partners. 

Mr. Cooke said the combined 
result should be greater support for 
the economic development in the 
province, bettter training opper- 
tunities for students and cost savings 
for students and taxpayers. 

The initiaves come in resf)once 
to the Pitman Report on Advanced 
Trainiong that was released to the 
public by Mr. Cooke last August. 
The report addressed the need to de- 
velop advanced training oppertunities 



that combine the strong applied focus 
of college career-oriented programs 
with a strong foundation of theory 
and analytical skills. 

"It became very clear in 
responce to the report that there was 
an overwhelming support for promot- 
ting joint college-university progra- 
ming in advanced training and recog- 
nition in general for the equal value 
of academic and vocational learn- 
ing," said Mr. Cooke "I'm delighted 
with the work that is already under- 
way, but more needs to be done." 

Mr. Cooke said a voluntary 
consortium, representing colleges and 
universities, will be established to 
provide a method for stimulating de- 
velopment of additional advanced

training and promote linkages with 
othereducational partners to promote 
the province's industrial stratagy. The 
consortium will also look at credit 
transfer arrangements beteween col- 
leges and universities and provide 
advice on the issue of credentials to 
support advanced training. 

The Minister said he would be 
asking the Franco-Ontarian Educa- 
tion and Training Council to sponsor 
a consultive group to examine best 
practices in the area of Freeh-lan- 
guage programing to develop a 
francophone advanced training strat- 
egy. Mr. Cooke said the consortium 
will have francophone representation 
from the begining. 

In addition to the consortium, 
a joint college-university credit trans- 
fer guide is being developed with 
ministry support and under joint spon- 
sorship of the Council of Ontario 
Universities (COU) and the Associa- 
tion of Colleges of Applied Arts and 
Technology of Ontario (ACAATO). 
The guide will list existing transfer 
arrangements between colleges and 
universities. The ministry will also 
support the promotion of best prac- 
tices in the postsecondary system 
through the review, publication and 
wide distribution of college-univer- 
sity partnerships that currently exist. 

"Now is the time for more 
collaboration and development of our 
strengths across educational sectors 



so that we can advance an educa- 
tional system that will promote the 
idea of life-long learning." said Mr. 
Cooke. 



It is expected that the consor- 
tium will be developed by the end of 
the year. 



Cooke Responds To 
Cambrian Incident 



Education and Training Min- 
ister Dave Cooke recently released a 
report on the handling of an incident 
between a student and the president 
of Cambrian College of Applied Arts 
and Technology in Sudbury. Mr. 
Cooke asked for a review following a 
physical altercation last February in- 
volving the college president, Glenn 
Crombie and a student. 

The Minister asked lawyer and 
former Ontario Attorney General , Ian 
Scott, to review the policies and pro- 
cedures followed by the Cambrian 
College Board of Governors in han- 
dling the incident. When Mr. Scott 
became ill, a partner in his firm, 
Stephen T. Goudge, completed the 
review. 

While calling on Cambrian 
College to put this incident behind it, 
the report says that the board did not 
adequately investigate and evaluate 
the incident. The report made four 



recommendations for establishing a 
process to handle future incidents 
involving a college president. 

"I am grateful for the work 
of Mr. Scott and Mr. Goudge in 
reviewing the college's policies and 
procedures," Mr. Cooke said. "I 
believe their report will be of value 
not only to Cambrian College but to 
all other postsecondary institutions, 
and am ensuring that all colleges 
and universities receive a copy." 

In a letter to Cambrian board 
of governors chair, Guy Desmarais, 
Mr. Cooke said, "The report con- 
firms that there was legitimate rea- 
son for public concern about the 
board's handling of the incident. In 
recognition of this fact, it is impor- 
tant that your board should move 
quickly to develop a policy regard- 
ing incidents involving the college 
president." 
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Electronic Recycling Depot 



A new organization has been 
set up in Sudbury to deal with the old 
problem of non functioning electri- 
cal and electronic equipment. 

It is the Electronic Recycling 
Depot (ERD); a group set up to find 
a viable way to recycle virtually any 
electrical device in the home or of- 
fice, in a way that's friendly to the 
environment. 

The ERD is in the process of 
incorporating as a Worker Co-op, 
with three experienced repair techni- 
cians, Joseph Wilson, Gerry Mines 
and Steve Craig. "We are looking at 
airconditioners,VCR's, toys, televi- 
sions, toasters and telephones to name 
a few. Basically if it is electric, 
battery, or wind-up operated we can 
recycle or repair it." says Joe Wilson. 

The ERD is asking the public 
to donate non functioning, broken or 
unwanted electrical/electronic de- 
vices as opposed to discarding them 
as landfill. 

The Electronic Recycling 
Depot will accept the items at the 
three area locations mentioned be- 
low. Items will then be recondi- 
tioned and offered for resale. A free 
pick up service is also available. For 
those wishing to have their items 
repaired we offer competitively 
priced repair service. 



"Everyone has one or two 
items in their home which either do 
not work or are no longer being used. 
Why not recycle them instead of 
throwing them in the dump? It may 
be in perfect condition and you have 
no further use for it, or it might be a 
cassette player that eats more tapes 
than it plays. It doesn't matter, we 
take them all." says Steve Craig. 

Joe Wilson has 20 years expe- 
rience in computer repair, Gerry 
Mines has 1 years in electronic re- 
pair and Steve Craig has 1 1 years 
experience in electro-mechanical re- 
pair. All three are members of SETS, 
a barter trading system operated by 
GEODE, a community economic 
development group. GEODE is help- 
ing with the setting up of the Elec- 
tronic Recycling Depot. 

"Public reaction is already 
very favorable," says Gerry Mines. 
Several electronic items have been 
donated to the Depot and are being 
checked out. 

Some items have been re- 
paired and are availabe for sale, in- 
cluding an IBM PC computer, Apple 
Mac computer. Colour TV, toaster, 
Tandy COCO computer and printer, 
clock radio, Amiga 500 computer 
and software.

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More On ERD 



Public response to the newly 
launched Electronics Recycling De- 
pot (ERD) has been so good that after 
just two weeks in operation the depot 
has been forced to move to a larger 
building. 

On July 1 2 the recycling de- 
pot was launched as a viable way of 
recycling electronic/electrical equip- 
ment in an environmentally friendly 
manner. Instead of sending unwanted 
or nonfunctioning equipment to the 
landfill, people were asked to donate 
them to the depot for recycling, re- 
pair and resale. 

"The response has been phe- 
nomenal, way beyond our expecta- 
tions," says Joe Wilson, one of the 
three technicians who formed the 
ERD. 

"Since last week we have been 
getting over 30 calls a day and we 
have already collected over 1 00 items, 
plus about 20 items for repair. People 
are telling us they are glad somebody 
is stepping into the gap or that they 
have been waiting years to give away 
equipment." 

So much came in that ERD 
has moved from its Sudbury office at 
1 28 Elm Street (RETONE) to a larger 
building with parking at unit 3, 1 297 



Kelly Lake Road. The other collec- 
tion points at 6 Larchwood Avenue 
in Dowling and 1 1 85 Radar Road in 
Hanmer remain in operation. 

Items on hand include com- 
puters, televisions, refrigerators, 
VCR's, radios, coffee makers, tel- 
ephones, answering machines, dry- 
ers, tools, and lawnmowers. 

The ERD held its first garage 
sale at its Kelly Lake Road premises 
on Saturday, August 6th, to sell some 
of the items that have been repaired. 
The depot is willing to accept equip- 
ment on consignment in the garage 
sale, or to rent out tables. 

Meanwhile the ERD is call- 
ing on the public to spare the landfill 
by continuing to give electronic/elec- 
trical equipment. Items can be 
dropped offf at any of the three col- 
lection points or a call for free pickup 
at 673-9374, 855- 1060 (Dowling) or 
969-7355 (Hanmer). 

Those who are looking to buy 
reconditioned electrical/electronic 
equipment can call the depot to see 
what is available. We are currently . 
also looking for IBM compatible com- 
puters, working or not, for use in a 
local school. 



Wide Nutrition Program 



Community and Social Serv- 
ices Minister, Tony Silipo announced 
June 16, the inu-oductionof aschool- 
and community -based child nutrition 
initiative. 

"The goal is to promote 
healthy development for children - 
primarily those between the ages four 
and 1 3 - and it will support commu- 
nities at risk of experiencing prob- 
lems with child nutrition," Silipo said. 
"Further, we're asking the private 
sector to get involved so business can 
be encouraged to contribute to vari- 
ous nutrition initiatives taking place 
in their communities." 

"We will be encouraging vol- 
untary participation by children and 
their families," Silipo said. "The ac- 
cent will be on accessibility, cultural 
appropriateness, environmental 
awareness and non-stigmatization." 

The government will spend 
$1 -million annually to help commu- 



nity-based launch, orimprove,arange 
of child nutrition programs. These 
could range from meal programs and 
collective kitchens to community 
gardens and food-buying co-opera- 
tives. 

Information packages will be 
sent out by September to selected 
communities, inviting them to sub- 
mit proposals for funding, which 
could reach a maximum of $10, (XX) 
a year for three years for some co- 
operatives. It's anticipated that some 
programs will be up and running by 
early fall. 

A non-profit organization will 
administer the initiative for the gov- 
ernment. It will work in liaison with 
an Advisory Committee made up 
from representatives of such interest 
groups as parents, faith communi- 
ties, food producers, public health 
and government.

• If you don't want a large quantity, shape 
the meat into cupcakes and bake in muf- 
fin tins for 15 minutes. You also have 
left-overs, uncooked, for quick prepara- 
tion the next day, or you can freeze them 
for later use. 

• It is advisable to use lean hamburger 
here, or the loaf will be somewhat greasy. 
Generally speaking, although it costs 
more, lean hamburger is better for you. 



Serving ideas: 

• A baked potato smothered in butter or 
sour cream is the perfect companion to 
Meat Lxiaf. It takes 60 minutes to bake a 
potato. Prick potato with a fork so it won't 
explode. Bake at 350°F ( I SOoC). 

• Green beans add color to the plate and 
taste good with the loaf. To steam green 
beans, place sliced beans in a steamer and 
place steamer in a large pot. Add about 2 
inches (5 cm) water. Cover and cook over 
high heat for 15 minutes.

Nancy Sweetnam reaffirmed 
her world-class top ten status in the 
400m and 200m individual medley 
swimming events last week. At the 
World Aquatic Championships, held 
in Rome from September 1 st to Sep- 
tember 1 1 th, Nancy placed 7th in the 
400m I.M. and won the consolation 
final in the 200m I.M. with a 9th 
place showing out of a field of the 16 
best swimmers in the world. As 
incredible as her showing sounds, 
Nancy "was disappointed with the 
lack of a personal best," but did feel 
that she had done the best swimming 
possible at the time. 

One factor that made it diffi- 
cult for her to be at an absolute peak 
was the proximity of the Worlds to 
the Commonwealth Games — only 2 
1/2 weeks separated these major 
events, so instead of allowing for a 
natural rise, fall, and rise of form 
again for the second event, Sweet- 
nam instead had to try to maintain 
that Commonwealth Games peak for 
an extra 2 1/2 weeks. It made for a 
tough ending to the summer, but then, 
she had set tough goals for herself to 
meet. Achieving personal bests 
would have meant once again estab- 
lishing new national and Common- 
wealth records — records that she her- 
self had previously set. 

While in Rome, Nancy made 
like the rest of the Canadian contin- 
gent and cheered her team on in the 
other aquatic events — synchronized 
swimming, diving, and water polo. 
She took the opportunity to spend her 
free time in Rome absorbing the an- 
cient culture of the region by visiting 
the Vatican, and was especially im- 



pressed by Michelangelo's master 
work in the Sistine Chapel. 

"It's one of those perks that I 
really enjoy [about competitive swim- 
ming]. I love traveling and getting 
the chance to know so many different 
people," Sweetnam said. Talking 
with her, one immediately senses that 
warmth and friendliness are integral 
parts of her character. Her strong 
work ethic, reinforced by the coach- 
ing of Doctor "Doc" Tihanyi, has 
won Nancy many swimming events. 
Her easy smile and sense of humour, 
in combination with an affecting hon- 
esty, have won Nancy many friends. 
They are traits that will serve her well 
this year as she assumes the role of 
the Women's Captain of the Lauren- 
tian University Swim Club. 

As a third-year SPAD student, 
this additional role will definitely 
increase pressures of a time-related 
nature. Yet Sweetnam responds well 
to challenges, and said that "it's good 
to be busy, because I simply have to 
organize more of my time. I find that 
the less time I have, the more I get 
done." In addition, she will be "tak- 
ing some time off from the pool — 
that is, dropping down to one full 
practice a day instead of two — to 
focus on school." 

She is looking forward to the 
mental break from the pool that will 
result, and already is "not used to 
having so much energy. . . swimming 
has been a vent." In contrast with 
some athletes, to whom their life is 
easily equated with their sport, Nancy 
declares that "swimming is some- 
thing that I leave at the pool. I want 
to look back at swimming as a part of 



my life at this time, 
not as a block of 
swimming with 
nothing else to show 
for it. Besides," she 
laughs, "swimmers 
are people too!" 

Throughout 
the school year, 
Sweetnam plans on 
maintaining her cur- 
rent level of swim- 
ming and competing 
in university meets. 
Only after safely 
putting third-year 
SPAD behind her 
will Nancy begin 
building up to the 
Pan-Pacific Games 
in Augusta, Georgia 
at the end of August. 
She will likely fol- 
low a routine similar 
to this summer, 
where she trained 
with Doc in Sudbury 
and readied herself 
for the main events 
at the end of the sum- 
mer by competing in 
several meets throughout North 
America. 

Included in that list of compe- 
titions were one-week trips to Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, and Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida. There were more 
new places with more new faces, and 
as a national swim team member the 
trip expense was covered by some 
government funding in concert with 
corporate sponsorship that always re- 
sults in a game of musical clothes.

Laurentian University is, in itself, a 
perk for the campus. She is a world- 
class athlete who instills pride in our 
institution while exemplifying mod- 
esty, who gives much of her time to 
personal development yet gives more 
of her time as captain of the swim 
team, and who has been in the media 
spotlight without losing sight of her 
hometown Lindsay values.
